Mrs. C. was found in a room of 
a shack—the only room not en- 
tirely devoid of glass in windows— 
and with her were two small chil- 
dren and her worldly possessions.

For months 
he searched for work, then disap- 
peared, leaving Joe and Mollie, 11 
and 10 years old, respectively, en- 
tirely dependent upon a frail 
little mother.

The svsatem is devised to function 
primarily, however, by discounting 
mortgages for member institutions— 
savings, building and loan association 
and insurance companies—with the 
idea that these institutions then can 
he more lenient to .individual bor 
rowers. 

Soon after the board was organized 
it arpnounced that it would refer al! 
loan applications to these member in 
stitutions, hefore the regional banks 
would make loans directly to ind- 
viduals. 


Other rules so far adopted provide 
that individuals may borrow up to 4f) 


per cent of the real value of their 
property. This impli¢s apparently 
that the bank prefers to loan on un- 
encumbered property.

Emotional Overtones Predominate 
In Winning Corcoran Pictures 


BY SIGRID ARNE. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The 
purely pictorial in portrait, landscape 
and still-life was passed over this 
year by the awards committee for the 
Corcoran Gallery biennial - exhibit, 
which has gathered here canvases frown 
most of the men famous in American 
art. 

The four awards went to two por- 
traits and two landscapes, all of them 
with emotional overtones that give a 
fleeting sense of narrative—a story of 
lives told in a mere expression or ges- 
ture. 

“Woman With Black Cat,” by 
George Luks, was named for the 
$2,000 first award. It is the por- 
trait of an old woman, wearing 
clothes reminiscent of the Bowery, 
looking amused as a black street cat 
drinks milk. The canvas is done in 
subdued tones with a_ soft light

“Spring Planting,” by John R. Gra- 
bach, winner of the $1,500 second 
award, is a picture of fat people 
clumsily planting several slender trees.

Thus, 
the Pacifie Coast leagues will 
‘only minor leazue without a 
limit. 

| For violation of the salary limit, 
the new president of the association, 
Judge William G. Bramham, of Dur- 
ham, N. C., was voted the authority 
to select the highest priced players 
of the guilty club and sell them to an- 
other club, with the money to go to 
the association's fund. Also the presi- 
dent can assess the guilty club a fine 
of 20 per cent of the monthly pay roll.

Suggests Better Plan

Editor Constitution: The 18th 
amendment was enacted as the result 
of a terrific drive. the potency of 
which was aided and abetted by the 
nsvehological state of mind peculiar 
ta the war period. Entirely different 
wonld have been the result if pro- 
hibition had been the fruitage of A 
slower growth of national conviction 
fostered by education and training. 

The ery of repeal is the inevitable 
reaction. Ita gathering intensity sug- 
gests the blind, unreasoning force. 
“Sheer reaction; it seeks to cure the 
defects in the original action, carry- 
ing at the same time within itself the 


seed of possible disaster. 


Let me make bold to say that re- 
peal is not the remedy. There is a 
better way. No need to sacrifice im 
one fell swoop the whole prohibition 
movement: millions will oppose that 
i the last ditch. But the better wary 
try to achieve the result 
instance. Instead of repealing 
it read as follows: 

“The congress shall have the power 
to prohibit, or otherwise control when

But in my support of the present 
prohibition laws I have been greatly 
embarrassed, and I believe the cause 
of enforcement has been greatly han- 
dicapped by the unreasonable attitude 
and the bigoted spirit of many of the 
prohibition leaders. The liberal lead- 
ership of the nation—those with 
whom I am most often in intellectual 
<ympathy——has largely heen driven 
into opposition by the “ku-klux spirit’ 
of many of the prohibition -support- 
ers, 

Appeal for a Truce. 

Bunt let me hasten to add. with all 
the earnestness of which I am ¢a- 
pable, that the spirit of bigotry, so 
far from being confined to prohibi- 
tion advocates, has been pretty evenlr 
divided between “pro” and “anti.” It 
was ex-Governor Alfred Smith (whom 
Walter Lippmann strangely enough 
described as the “personification of ‘re- 
ligions liberty’), who, in irresponsi- 
ble fury, slandered a great religious 
denomiuation in a political speech in 
Newark by calling them “an aggrega- 
tion of bigots” because some of its 
leaders had opposed his election. The 
metropolitan press, almost without 
exception, in cartoon and editorial, 
has pictured the prohibitionist as a 
typical religious bigot. Anti-prohibition 
orators of the type of Senator Reel, 
of Missouri, (exeept when he wanted 
prohibition votes to nominate him for 
the presidency) have rejoiced in such 
epithets as “sneopers” and “hypo- 
erites’” to deseribe those who favored 
the retention of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, 

I still have seme hope that when 
the amendment for the revision or 
repeal of the prohibition enactment is 
submitted to the states, we can have 
a sane and intelligent disenssion of 
the vital social issues which are in- 
volved. To paraphrase a eurrent ad- 
rertisement, the millions of people of 
this country who placed that amend- 
ment in the constitution couldn't hare 
heen all wrong in their passionate be- 
lief that the legalized liqnor traffic 
was a political, commercial and so- 
cial enemr to our civilization. Even 
if prohibition in its present form has 
heen proven to he inadequate. the in- 
dietment against the legalized traffic 
etill stands. The saine old enemy still 
faces us. Granted that our strategy in 
this battle failed ta give us vietorr 
are we ready to surrender? 

All IT am trving to sar now is let 
nea have done with epithets and de- 
elare a moratorium for partisan. per 
sonalities and seek in the realm of 
reason and sober speech for a eo} u- 
tien of our problem, The fact that a 
hishap or a professional politician vin- 
latee the decencies of parliamentary 
dehate must not be allowed to influ- 
ence our reason nor confuse our sol- 
emn sense of responsibility to find 
an anawer fo this most vexing social 
question: shall democracy control the

Two states, Michigan and Washing- 
ton, adopted tax limitation provisions. 
The Washington provision, the more 
drastic, was balanced by adoption of 
a state income tax to make up expect- 
ed lower revenue from general prop- 
erty tax. 

The Michigan provision (constitu- 
tional amendment): Total amount of 
taxes assessed against property for all 
purposes in any one year shall not 
exceed 1 1-2 per cent of the assessed 
valuation. Exception: Taxes levied for 
payment of interest and principal on 
obligations heretofore incurred, which 
sums shall be separately assessed. Pro- 
vision for increase: sy . two-thirds 
vote of electors of any assessing dis- 
trict or when provided by chapter of 
municipal corporation limitation may 
be raised for period of not more than 
five years at a time to not more than 
5 per cent of assessed valuation. Limi- 
tation does not apply to 1932 levy. 
The Michigan limitation is based on 
assessment at true cash value.

“We are opposed to legalizing beer, 
and evidently the congress agrees, for 
six times in the senate and the house 
bills to legalize beer were defeated ina 
the last session. We are opposed to 
the submission by congress of anr 
amendment for the repeal or modifi- 
cation of the 18th amendment. We 
will continue to promote the observ- 
ance of the prohibition law and to 
stand for its efficient enforcement. 
We recognize that there are other is- 
sues in the campaign, but are ¢on- 
vinced that neither repeal nor modi- 
fication would relieve the depression 
oer solve other problems but would 
create greater problems. We believe 
that the 18th amendment should be 
retained and that states should 
operate in law enforcement. We be- 
lieve the national wrohibition law 
should be strengthened, not weakened. 
We appeal to loyal Americans to re- 
sist all efforts at repeal or nullifi- 
cation. The urgency of this canse 
demands the united efforts of all citi 
zens. Our slogan for this rear is 
‘Advance. Not Retreat.’ ’

THE EFFECT OF STUBBORNNESS. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst. 


ONTRACT BRIDGE is very 
similar to many other forms 
of activity, in that it is 
governed so much by the 

limitations of the human mind. 
Stubbornness is a trait which most 
people possess in greater or lesser 
degree and this trait frequently 
takes the form of conviction based 
on incorrect premise. 

Everybody has had the experi- 
ence, either in bridge or in some- 
thing else, of knowing positively that 
a certain thing must be so. Once 
the human brain has decided on 
this particular matter, it is very 
hard for one’s train of thought to 
co-ordinate properly thereafter. This 
knowledge, which, of course, is not 
knowledge at all, starts a deductive 
train of thought, which is neces- 
sarily erroneous because of its false 
foundation, and very seldom can one 
extricate one’s self from the result- 
ing confusion of this conviction, 


All this merely leads up to a cer- 
tain point which I wish to make in 
connection with bridge. It concerns 
itself with that well-known and 
dangerous practice of sacrifice bid- 
ding. Such bids are all right in 
their place and may be very fine, 
but unless a player has a clear mind 
at the time and can refrain from 
treading on unfirm ground, he is 
apt to do much overbidding. The 
hand below illustrates this principle 
vividly.

The early part of the bidding does 
not call for much comment. North's 
vulnerable Overcall was a _ little 
light, but, after all, his hand con- 
tains 21-2 honor-tricks, and a large 
set does not seem likely. South's 
three diamond bid was excusable, 
although even this was probably a 
slight overbid. It was West's jump 
to four spades which caused all the 
trouble, for it planted a seed in the 
mind of South which he was unable 
to remove in time. South took quii> 
a while to make his atrocious five 
diamond bid, but he might just as 
well have bid it immediately as his 
entire line of thought was com- 
pletely wrong. He explained aiter- 
ward that he started out with one 
idea in his mind and that all his 
future reasoning was based upon 
that simple, erroneous fact. This 
fact consisted of the belief that 
West's four spade bid showed soine 
sort of fit with East's club sult. 
Unfortunately, it did not remain a 
belief very long, but became a cer- 
tain knowledge. and from t'1en on 
his whole mentality was so warped 
that he was unable even to allow 
for the possibility of being mistaken. 
His dignosis now proceeded as fol- 
lows: 

If West held a fit 
viously North must be short in 
clubs.

North's vulnerable Over- 
call must contain at least 21-2 
honor-tricks or equivalent distribu- 
tion; in either case, it would seem 
the trump suit and the heart suit 
would not produce many losers.

The reason for such a large set 
was quite simple. West held no fit 
at all in clubs and consequently the 


misfit of the East-West hands al- 
lowed them to develop a crossruff, 
against which the poor Declarer was 
helpless. East’s spade Opening was 
won by West’s Ace and a low heart 
was returned. Declarer correctly 
ducked this card and East’s Ace was 
forced to go up. The King of clubs 
was now returned and South prac- 
tically collapsed in his seat when 
he saw West trump his Ace. An- 
other low heart was returned, won 
by Declarer with the Knave, and 
the King of diamonds led. West 
won this trick and led a third round 
of hearts, enabling his partner to 
ruff with the Knave. Two club 
tricks were then cashed, completing 
the debacle.

The only bid which calls for any 
comment is the last one. It is un- 
doubtediy an utterly foolish bid, as 
partner has denied the possession of 
any honor strength at all. Four no- 
trump would be all right as this 
contract locks quite safe, but just 
exactly how the South player ex- 
pected his partner to turn up with 
2 taking tricks is more than I will 
ever know. 

The play was quite curious. 
Opening lead—a very poor one in 
my opinion—was the heart King. 
Declarer took the trick with the Ace 
in Dummy and immediately came 
to the conclusion that the hand was 
absolutely honeless. However. he led 
the heart 10 back to see what would 
happen. East won with the Queen 
and now decided to shift to the 
club suit. Declarer played out his 
high spades for lack of anything 
else to do and noticed that West 
was having trouble with his dis- 
cards. Even this did not instill very 
much hope in him, but he finally led 
the Ace of ‘diamonds to see what 
would happen. Great was his 
amazement when the singleton King 
dropped.

Let me say this: 
Maida was a happy 
and a radiant bride. 
Obviously she and 
the Count were well 
mated, and I could 
have kissed him for 
making her happy. 

Well, what finally 
happened was that 
this routine of four 
to dinner, with 
Maida and her 
Count, the Duke and 
myself, kept up until 
a big liner, blowing 
its whistle mourn- 
fully, took the Count 
and Coun‘ess di 
Giorgi out into the 
Atlantic—and to 
Paris. 

Every morning 
after that there were 
flowers in my apart- 
ment. Every night 
the Duke invited me 
to teas, dinners, the- 
atres. He gave one 
particularly big din- 
ner for me at the Ritz in Atlantic City on the 
Fourth of July. He saw to it that my mother 
was always well provided with theatre tickets 

Whether he knew it or not, he was mapping 
out the perfect campaign. He was being nice to 
my mother, and he spoke often of Count di Gior- 
gio and Maida in Paris. He kept stressing the 
fact that he was the cousin of di Gigrgio and as 
such the cousin-in-law of Maida. 
> MY mother’s birthday, July 21, he absolutely 

filled our apartment with huge baskets of 
flowers. We both thought him very considerate 
Then he used to give big parties for Mother and 
me at “Chez Chiassarini,’ a smart club in the 
East Fifties, where he would invite many friends, 
including the Count di Bastardi, the Prince Vir- 
gino Orsini (also a cousin of the Duke) and 
many other Italian notables. 

Every few days a cable would come to me 
from the Count and Countess di Giorgio telling 
me of their happiness and in several of their 
messages Maida urged me to marry the Duke. 
Already he had been urging me to do the same 
thing for many weeks. 

“Lucille darling,’ Maida wrote, “if you 
marry Fabio you will be fulfilling our childhood 
dream. We shall never marry brothers—we 
know that now. But if you marry Fabio. we shall 
at least be married to cousins.”’ 

The picture which the Duke himself painted 
was glamorous to say the least. 

“Marry me.”’ he said, “and we shall live in 
Rome, which is my home. Several months of the 
year we shall wander aimlessly over the globe. 
Are there foreign lands, strange places which 
you have never seen? Then. see them with me. 
my lovely Lueille”’ 

Frankly, I was awed Where Dave had been 
a dynamic Nordic, this man was a romantic 
Latin.

He assured me 
that his family was 
a wonderfulone.

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ANY years ago I was staying 
M on a cattle s*ation in north- 
ern Australia. Land there is 
measured in square miles.

“D’you two girls mind being left 
alone?” asked my host. He was a 
large man of solid worth, but his 
dullness was beyond description. 
“There's three months’ pay in the 
house,” he added, his hand on his 
wife’s shoulder. “So you'll have to 
keep your eyes skinned.” / 

We laughed. In northern Aus- 
tralia, the whole world and every- 
body's outlook on life is summarized 
in the one word, “sheep.” Nobody 
has time to eat or sleep or wash 
enough, because shearing, branding 
and lambing claim all their atten- 
tion. The heroes of the Blue Gum 
country are the ringers who can do 
their hundred fleeces a day and 
who, after a season’s hard labor, toss 
the cheques which represent their 
entire worldly wealth on to the 
nearest bar, with instructions to the 
barman to let them know when the 
money's exhausted. 

In those days there was also a 
picturesque person called “Cockatoo 
Pete,” whose name was used to 
frighten the children straying too 
far among the blue gum trees. Of 
this wandering rapscallion, the most 
amazing stories were told, but no- 
body really believed them. He was 
supposed to have acquired his nick- 
name in unpleasant fashion, for one 
day, noticing a cockatoo’s nest in 
the fork of a branch above him, he 
stood upright on his saddle and 
tried to pull it down.

FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT’S ROCKY ROAD OF ROMANCE

‘ew from Wright's mind and heart 
and hand in the Japanese capital 
was not only a thing of surpassing 
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beauty, but a triumph of engineer- 
withstanding as it did, many 
successive earthquakes which in en- 
suing years razed the city. 

Wright’s third stay in Japan—he 
had been there before with Cath- 
erine and With Mamah—ended in 
1922, and a few months after his 
return Catherine at last permitted 
him.to divorce her. whereupon he 
and Mirlam were married, and peace 
descended upon all the land. 

But, alas, this unusual appearance 
of tranquillity was merely the lull 
the storm, and the peaceful- 
ness of the calm was in direct ratio 
the fury of the gale which broke 
on November 25, 1925, with the filing 
of a bill of divorcement by Miriam 
Frank. 

She had lived with him as a wife 
for only three months, the romance, 
had flourished on the tem- 
pestuous seas of unconventionality, 
breaking up in the snug harbor of 
matrimony. 

Olga Milanoff, young Montene- 
grin dancer, had come into the life 
of the seeker after true love. Olga, 
or Olgivanna, as Wright calls her, 


had been married to and divorced 
from one Viadimir Hinzenberg, and 
by him had a daughter, Svetlana, 
who at this time was seven years 
old. 

Meanwhile, Taliesin, again de- 
stroyed by fire, was in process of 
reconstruction, with Olga, Svetlana 
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and Frank living in the unfinished 
home.

Frank desires to be free from Mi- 
riam;: Miriam amends her legal 
complaint so that Frank will be un- 
able to live, legally, with Olga; 
Frank retaliates by stipulating that 
he will refuse to support Miriam, 
divorced, unless she obtains that 
divorce upon grounds which will not 
smirch Olga; Catherine and her 
children steadfastly support Frank; 
Viadimir charges his former wife 
and Frank with the customary 
statutory crime and demands dam- 
ages for the alienation of the af- 
fections of his daughter, Svetlana;

“Mas-a-Tierra (Landward) is the 
correct name of this island on which 
Alexander Selkirk was put ashore in 
1709. Nearby is Goat island, and 
about 100 miles westward lies Mas- 
a-Fuera, or Further Out island. 
These three form the Juan Fernan- 
dez group, named after the Spaniard 
who discovered them in 1563. Now,

“Todey on this island one hears 


much talk about lobsters, but little 
of Robinson Crusoe. The easy-going, 
Spanish-speaking inhabitants, shut 
off from the world and the scores 
of books that describe their island, 
do not suspect how famous it is. 


“Here is one of the most extraodi- 
nary shellfish. industries in the 
world. In one year 80,000 or more 
lobsters are caught, not counting the 
small ones thrown back. Once these 
creatures swarmed the shores in 
such armies that the islanders had 


only to strew bits of meat along the 
beach, then walk about with a stick 


and tip the lobsters over on their 
backs. 

“Due to wise conservation methods 
of the Chilean government, island 
waters still abound with lobsters; 
but now they are caught with hoop 
nets set offshore and baited with 
stale fish. The fishermen go out, 
long before dawn, to tend the traps. 
Over a charcoal stove astern they 
make coffee and broil fish for break- 
fast—but nobody ever eats a lobster. 

“To keep the catch alive, buckets 
of sea water are dashed over the 
crawling creatures and a tarpaulin 
is used to shade them from the sun. 


“No lobster remains long in good 
health and spirits out of salt water. 
So, usually within 24 hours after 
catching them, the Crusoe island 
fishermen try to get their lobsters 
to port and into the ‘live cars.’ 
These are scows made of slats, float- 
ing half-submerged in Cumberland 
bay, in which the lobsters are held 
captive. 

“Twice a month a boat sails from 
the island. It carries the scant mail, 
any passengers, and a load of lob- 
sters, which are often two-and-a- 
half feet long and weigh as much as 
from 10 to 12 pounds.

T« news items, destined 
within a few hours to be tied 
up into one sensational story, 

appeared in the Portsmouth, 
(Ohio) Daily Times on Saturday, 
October 22, 1921. 

One told of the disappearance 
Friday night ef pretty Louise Doyle, 
18, of 1816 Grandview avenuc, Ports- 
‘nouth. She had left her home at 
about 7 p. m., saying she would be 
back about 9:30. But she had not 
come back, and her family was un- 
able to give any reason for her fail- 
ure to return. Louise, they said, was 
in splendid health, a fine athlete, 
an ardent church worker, and very 
popular. She had no reason to dis- 
appear. 

In the second news item it was 
said that Mrs. John W. Newman, 
647 Twelfth street, had reported to 
the police that her 27-year-old hus- 
band, father of three small chil- 
dren, had not put in an appearance 
for breakfast on Saturday morning. 
He had left the house after dinne! 
to do some work at the factory 
where he was employed as a depart- 
ment manager, and had not re- 
turned. 


Police Chief Joseph Distel and 
Sheriff E. E. Rickey almost imme- 
diately hit upon a significant co- 
incidence in the lives of the man 
and the girl; both were employed 
at the Excelsior Shoe Company fac- 
tory. 

In view of this coincidence, the 
police suspected an elopement, yet 
when they visited the two homes 
they learned that neither the girl 
nor Newman had made any prep- 
arations for departure. 


HE LEFT TO GO 
TO THE SHOE FACTORY. 


Mrs. Newman said she was mak- 
ing jelly when Newman came home 
from work the previous evening. 
She told him she needed some more 
Sugar and he went and got it for 
her. After supper he left, saying 
he had some work to do at the fac- 
tory (‘he was manager of the dam- 
aged shoe department). Mrs. New- 
man said he didn’t even put on a 
clean collar. 


When midnight came she tele- 
phoned the plant. The night watch- 
man answered. In response to her 
query he said that Mr. Newman 
had left some time before—quite a 
while before, in fact. 


Did Mrs. Newman know of any 
woman in her husband’s life? She 
said she did not. 


Mrs. Dollie Doyle, mother of the 
missing Louise, said that the. gir! 
had turned down her bed and laid 
out her nightgown before depart- 
ing. She had seemed in a cheerful 
frame of mind. 


Did Louise ever mention Mr. 
Newman? Yes, sometimes, but al- 
ways in the vein of admiration for 
his uprightness and his devotion as 
a father and church worker. 

The officers thought they had hit 
upon something when they learned 
that both Newman and the girl had 
been paid on Friday. Chief Distel 
hurried to the bank to see if either 
of the hunted pair had withdrawn 
any money. They discovered that, 
‘though both of them had visited 
the bank, they had not withdrawn 
money, but made their usual semi- 
monthly deposits. 

On Saturday night Rickey and 
the chief of police visited the fac- 
tory and had a talk with the night 
watchman. They drew from him 
the reluctant admission that a girl 
had called on the telephone for 
Newman shortly after 7 p. m. Fri- 
day. The watchman had sum- 
moned Newman and had heard 
Newman say: 

“Yes, I'll be there in about 15 
minutes.” 

Then he had hurriedly departed 
in his automobile. 

William Plunkett, an elderly em- 
ploye of the day force, told the 
officers he had observed a growing 
intimacy between Miss Doyle and 
Newman. Miss Dovle, he said, had 
visited Newman’s office on the sec- 
ond floor more often than her du- 
ties aS a file clerk seemed to re- 
quire. In fact, Plunkett had spoken 
to Newman in aé fatherly way 
about it.

Thus the two stories became one. 
The police were sure now that 
when they found one they wouida 
find the other.

That Newman and Louise had 
been meeting clandestinely was at- 
tested by a Portsmouth businessman 
who, some nights before, had come 
upon Newman fixing a puncturec 
tire along Scioto Trail while Miss 
Doyle stcod near the car holding a 
light so that her companion could 
see. 


Mrs. Newman admitted that her 
husband had recentiy spent many 
evenings away from home. She 
thought he had been doing extra 
work at the factory. 


What had happened to them? 
The complete lack of preparation 
seemed to throw out the elopement 
theory. The only possible assump- 
tion, under the circumstances, was 
that they had met with foul play. 
and that very likely their bodies 
had been dropped into the swift- 
running Ohio river, or its tributary, 
the Scioto. 

Boatmen and people living along 
the river banks were asked to keep 
a sharp lookout. 


Meanwhile a farmer living on 
the west bank of' the Scioto, north 
of Portsmouth, had noticed a car 
parked in the graveled triangle at 
the junction of the Portsmouth- 
Columbus and Portsmouth - Hills- 
boro roads. He had seen it Satur- 
day morning but had paid no at- 
tion, thinking some one had had 
trouble with the car and had gone 
to seek aid. 


But it was still there Sunday. 


The farmer investigated. He saw 
that the ignition and light switches 
had been left on, and that the bat- 
tery had run down. Also, the gas 
tank was empty. The farmer looked 
through the pockets of the car and 
found several photographs of e 
young woman in the rear door 
pocket, and a woman’s purse in 
the right front pocket. The purse 
contained the usual feminine acces- 
sories but no money. 


The car was identified as New- 
man's car, the pictures were of 
Louise Doyle, and it was her purse.

The theory that the two had died 
in a suicide pact could: not be en- 
tertained. In the first place, if they 
had walked to the cottage, their 
shoes would have been dusty, and if 
they had rowed and allowed the 
boat to drift away their shoes would 
still have shown traces of dirt. Be- 
sides, where was the weapon?

The other woman theory was 
strengthened when police found wit- 
nesses who had seen a girl—neither 
Miss Doyle nor his wife—in New- 
man’s car the night before his dis- 
appearance. 


Then Oscar Newman, brother of 
the slain man, visited Sheriff Rickey 
and inquired if a gold watch and 
chain and a leather bill fold had 
been found on the body. 


“He always had them with him,” 
said Newman. “And usually he car- 
ried quite a lot of money.” 


The watch and chain and the bill 
fold had not been found. 


Then Sheriff Rickey got a break. 
A prominent Portsmouth man came 
to see him, exacted promise that 
lis Name would be kept out of the 
case, and informed the officer that, 
several weeks before this, he and 
a girl had been held up and robbed 
as they sat in his car not far from 
the George Davis cottage. 

“I made no complaint to the po- 
lice.” said the informant, “because 
neither I nor the girl wanted any- 
thing to get out.”
